For this 
reason I find 
myself sympa- 
thetically per- 
turbed by the 
news that 45,000 
gallons of a 
deadly chemical are _ threaten- 
img to send the citizens fleeing 
into the countryside. 

The chemical, stored in the six 
tanks along a rail siding, is ar- 
senic trichloride. It has. cor- 
roded the tanks and there are 
leaks. Already the vegetation is 
dying. 
the tanks break the chemical 
will be converted into hydro- 
chloric acid, fumes which can 
be deadly, and into arsenic tri- 
oxide. a toxic powder. 

And while Kentuckians ftradi- 
tionally have a low regard for 
water unless it be mixed with 
bourbon whisky, there nonetheless 
are those who drink’ water 
straight. Horse Cave _ residents 
consume great quantities of water, 
but presently they are drinking 


very little, fearing the chemical | 
may any day reach their under- | 


ground streams which‘provide the 
town with water. 

The 45,000 gallons of chemical 
were purchased at a_ govern- 
ment surplus sale by a firm 
which thought it was getting 
something else. This fine eye 
for business perhaps. explains 
why the company has since gone 
bankrupt. 

There is no way to 
the chemical mixture. It can't 
be let out onto the ground. No 
one wants it. And so, Horse 
Cave goes thirsty.

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Let’s Reappraise 
The Work Camps 


Following the escape Monday of a 
long-term convict from a work crew at 
Monroe, The Constitution suggested edi- 
torially that the entire system of county 
convict camps and convict labor be re- 
appraised. 

We questioned that the system jus- 
tifies its existence in light of frequent 
escapes with attendant danger to com- 
munities, expensive searches for fugi- 
tives and embarrassing publicity to the 
$iate. 

Subsequent events strengthen our 
conviction. 

' First, Clayton County Rep. Edwin 
Kemp, chairman of the House-Senate 
committee on prisons, called a meeting 
ef his group to investigate the recent 
éscapes from county work camps. Rep. 
Kemp, too, is alarmed at their fre- 
quency and at the incidents that have 
fcllowed. 

- Even as Mr. Kemp called his com- 
Mittee into session the report came of 
én alleged rape in Cobb County by a 
frusty from the work camp, a man who 
had been sentenced for attempted rape. 
The case follows closely one of like na- 
ture in Cherokee County. ° 

- What kind of thinking is it that 
fakes a man imprisoned for a sex of- 
fense and makes of him a trusty who 
Can go to the door of a private home? 
We are not the only ones asking that. 
Rep. Kemp is asking it and saying, ‘‘No 
prisoner with a sex record should be 
sent to one of our camps where they 
have minimum security.” 

He recommends the classification of 
Prisoners as to nature of offense and 
éubsequent handling in accordance. 
Certainly, that would be a logical step. 

He suggests further that the pay of 
custodial personnel at county camps is 
too low and possibly should be raised 
by state supplement. 

» That brings us back to our Tuesday 
thesis—that it is doubtful now if county 
ronvict camps are worth what they cost. 
Raising the pay of wardens and guards 
‘would add to the cost. 

» Gborgia has come a long way for- 
avard from stripes and chains. We must 
mot go one step back toward that 
shameful system. On the other hand, 
Wwe cannot tolerate an honor system 
which makes trusties of rapists and 
amurderers. 

There must be in between the mid- 

e ground which combines protective 
custody and punishment with prison re- 
form and rehabilitation. One move to- 
ward that ground would be a careful, 
nonpartisan study to see if convict work 
camps and prison labor on outside proj- 
ects should not be abolished.

‘McGuire Act Denies 
Right of Free Contract 


Let us hope that the U. S. Supreme 
‘Court’s decision not to hear an appeal 
from lower court decisions upholding 
the McGuire Act, a federal statute, and 
‘Louisiana’s fair trade law is not final. 

Refusal by the same court to act on 
-the Georgia Supreme Court decision 
,declaring this state’s fair trade law un- 
* constitutional indicates that the national 
“court considers the matters as presented 
out of its jurisdiction. 

Under what legal phraseology the 


McGu.:c Act was termed constitutional 
by the lower courts we do not know, 
but the measure is obviously in re- 
straint of free trade. In addition, it in- 
terferes with the right of individual 
firms to make ther own contracts. 
Both are violations of fundamental 
principles of the American system of 
government. 

Any measure that makes price fix- 
ing mandatory by a simple agreement 
between a manufacturer and only one 
retailer in a state is a violation of the 
right of every other retailer to make 
his own and separate contract. Instead 
of strengthening competition, the Mc- 
Guire Act tends to destroy it. It would 
seem to make possible the arbitrary set- 
ting of prices for various products on 
a state-by-state basis. 

This act as well as the vast majority 
of all such “fair trade” laws is de- 
signed to restrict competition. In effect, 
they deny consumers the benefit of 
competitive prices. As such they bene- 
fit manufacturers and retailers at the 
expense of the consuming public. 


In normal times the setting of mini- 
mum and maximum prices by law 4s 
contrary to the principles of a free econ- 
omy and the free enterprise system. In 
that connection we are delighted to see 
the .contest filed in Fulton Superior 
Court challenging Georgia's 1947 ciga- 
rette price-fixing law.

Sounds Odd, Indeed 


The strategists planning the GOP 
campaign for Congress next year had 
better think carefully before accepting 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s ex- 
planation of why a Democrat was 
elected to Congress in a district in Wis- 
consin that had never chosen anythi ng 
except Republicans. 

Mr. Benson’s explanation was as 
follows “It may well indicate continued 
dissatisfaction with the existing farm 
program which the Eisenhower admin- 
istration inherited from the Truman ad- 
ministration.” 

In other words, this Republican dis- 
trict elects a Democrat to Congress be- 
cause: it dislikes Democratic policies. 
Even a novice to politics like Mr. Ben- 
son can do better than that. 


As far as blaming the Truman ad- 
ministration for present farm condi- 
tions, Mr. Benson should remember that 
Truman is not President any more. Mr. 
Eisenhower has been Chief Executive 
for almost a year and Mr. Benson has 
been Secretary of Agriculture for a like 
period. Blaming Truman cannot com- 
pensate for lack of a farm policy to 
meet changing economic conditions. 

If we were advising the GOP, we'd 
tell those planning its campaign strat- 
egy for next year not to take Mr. Ben- 
son’s words too much to heart. Under 
his reasoning, dislike of the Democrats 
could very well result in an overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic 84th Congress.

Frosty Mornings. 
Are on the Way 


Frost, like the tourist, is moving south, 
headed for Atlanta, Jacksonville 4nd maybe 
even Miami. Key West, according to its 
Chamber of Commerce, is the only place 
within the continental limits of the United 

Se er ere States that never has 

a frost. 

The first light frost 
usually arrives in 
these latitudes around 
the middle of October, 
but this year they: are 
running a bit late. The 
average date for the 
first killing frost, the 
one that wilts the plants 
and spells an end to 
gardening, is Nov. 9. 

Killing frosts, however, have come as early 
as Oct. 11, and have held off until Thanks- 
giving 
its first big chill of the season. 

The weather bureau does not keep track 
of frosts, but logs freezes only. Frosts can 
occur without freezing, and it can freeze 
without frosting. A temperature of 40 de- 
grees is enough to cause frost under cer- 
tain conditions. Black frost, the fiercest: of 
the varieties, is a combination of intense 
cold and wind and leaves no white rime on 
plant leaves at all. 

Atlanta is a city of great variety, and its 
frost habits are no exception. The weather 
station at the airport can be frost-free one 
morning, yet the grass may be white with 
frost a few miles away. Atlanta sprawis 
along a succession of ridges and spills over 
into a number of valleys. The climates of 
these ridges and valleys can vary to a con- 
siderable degree. When it's 40 at the 
weather bureau, it can be 28 in a valley 
north of Buckhead, a fact that may explain 
the superior attitude amateur wea¢her ex- 
perts often take toward. the professional 
forecasters. 

Frost usually lingers around Atlanta: un- 
til the last of March. The average date 
for the last killing frost is March 23, and 
the latest date for the event was April 17, 
1905. From the middle of October to the 
middle of March, Atlanta averages 10 days 
a month on which the thermometers drop 
to freezing or below and there are many 
more days when we have frosts without a 
freeze. 

The mountains of north Georgia feel 
he frost a month or so before the Atlanta 
area. After nipping the Piedmont, the 
frost marches slowly southward, and may 
reach the sea islands in time to give the 
air a nip for Christmas. The cold winds 
that blow down from Canada and out of 
the frozen mid-continent, occasionally over- 
come the warm air of the waters that sur- 
round Florida and carry very expensive 
frosfS into the citrus and tourist belt. 

Frost, for all its drawbacks, is a friend 
to man. It’s good for the land, and over 
a long period turns rocks into dirt. Frost 
makes the persimmon edible, and gives the 
lowly collard an extra something which 
almost makes it taste good.

TVA, REA Slated 
For Auction Block 


WASHINGTON—Television can be most 
useful. 

As when it revealed, in the space of a 
very few minutes, the viewpoint of a man 
who can have much influence on whether 
we continue to reap the 
benefit of economic and 
social reforms we won 
in the last 20 years. 
This is Clarence E. 
Manion, chosen by 
President Eisenhower to 
be head of, and direct, 
the so-called Commis- 
sion on Interg overn- 
mental Relations. Its 
task is to investigate 

the field of federal, 
state and local functions and suggest how 
they might be reallocated. 

Chairman Manion unveiled. himself as a 
man of very fixed and positive views on 
some subjects under the purview of his 
commission before the commission even 
begins in its study. He enters upon his 
important job with a closed mind. 

It must have been no surprise to his 
television audience then when a member 
of the panel, Gilbert A. Harrison, publisher 
of the New Republic, arose to express 
‘“‘shock”’ that a man chosen for so impor- 
tant a task did not approach it objectively 
but already had made his own decisions. 

The chairman’s attitudes that prompted 
Mr. Harrison to speak out concerned TVA 
and the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion and came out under questions by an- 
other member of the public panel, William 
Wise, former deputy REA” administrator. 

In his reply, Mr. Manion bluntly advo- 
cated sale of TVA to private interests and 
said the government never should have 
built it in the first place. As for REA, he 
regarded it as a mistake that the governe 
ment should lend money to farm coopera- 
tives to furnish themselves with electricity. 

Despite Mr. Manion’s assumption that 
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- his views are generally known, it is doubt- 


ful that such is the case. That’s why the 
television shOw was valuable. It must have 
been an eye opener to a great many citi- 
zens, It could be a boon if taken as the 
warning that it should be. 

Both the issues upon which he expounded 
offer fine examples of democracy at work. 
TVA sprang from the needs of the people 
and Congress, representing the people and 
recognizing the need, approved it and made 
it possible. It is a decentralized, regional 
operation, independent of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and subject to constant check by 
Congress representing all of our people. 
Likewise REA is a grass roots democratic 
operation, perhaps our finest example of 
free, private enterprise. 

TVA and REA have been ratified by our 
people at five successive national elections 
beginning in 1936 after their. creation and 
extending down through 1952 when General 
Eisenhower ran on a platform that ap- 
proved both and said on his own behalf 
repeatedly in the campaign that he would 
preserve the social gains, of which these 
are outstanding examples.

Ike Hopes Farmers Will Recognize 
Need of Sound Long-Range Policy 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower is 
beginning to handle himself at his press 
conferences more and more like a veteran. 


His offhand comments cover an amazing 
amount of information. When one considers 
the variety of subjects that are brought up 
by the correspondents, it is nothing short of 
remarkable that the man who spent so 
much of his life in the Army can now dis- 
cuss so readily many of | 

the fine points of purely 

civilian problems. 

The President makes 
a slip bas and then in 
names or places —as 
everyone does—but his. 
responses to the ques- 
tions asked by the re- 
porters are always di- 
rect and without 
evasion. 

The press conference ge 
Wednesday showed: that the President is 
not only well aware of the farm problem, 
Dut that he is considerably more frank in 
his discussion of it than a political person 
might normally be. When asked what im- 
pressions he gathered on his western trip 
as to the attitude of the farmers, Mr. Eisen- 
hower confessed frankly that a President 
traveling around the coutnry doesn’t al- 
ways hear the unfavorable side and what 
he did hear gavé him the feeling that the 
problems were not insoluble and that the 
conscientious approach of the administra- 
tion was appreciated. 

The complexities of agriculture aren’t 
going to be resolved over night, and the 
President is hopeful that intensive study 
by his new. commission of agricultural ex- 
perts~ wil bring out facts which will show 
the farmer that, while the short-range pic- 
ture may present a squeeze, it’s a long- 
range policy of fundamentally sound eco 
nomics that has to be sought. 


Perhaps the most important manifesta- 


tion of Mr. Eisenhower’s evolution in the 
presidential job came in his forthright state- 
ment in answer to a question as to whether 
he would participate in the congressional 
election campaigns next year. The Presi- 
dent said he would not. He declared that 
he did not intend to make the presidency 
an agency to be used in partisan elections. 
He added that anybody elected to the high- 
est office in the land has the responsibil- 
ity of developing an effective program and 
that, if this is successful, the candidates of 
his party have a real umbrella under which 
to operate. 

The President said he has no intention 
of getting into partisan struggles in any 
district or in any state because he feels 


‘sure the people of such a district or state 


would resent it. How true Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s words are may be noted from lodking 
back at what happened when the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and his suc- 
cessor, Harry Truman, intervened unsuc- 
cessfully again and again not only in pri- 
mary contests between Democrats but also 
when they issued a lot of letters for in- 
dividual nominees of the Democratic Party 
asking that the people support them at the 
lis. 
ae in the days of the Republican ad- 
ministration of President William Howard 
Taft, the rule was to refrain from endors- 
ing congressional candidates, but previous- 
ly President Theodore Roosevelt inter- 
vened in vain in his own state—New York 
—to try to get the late Henry Stimson 
elected governor on the Republican ticket. 
This act of intervention hurt. rather than 
helped. . 
Perhaps the most conspicuous example 
of an ill-fated intervention by the White 
House occurred when the late President 
Wilson, in October, 1918, publicly asked 
the country—just before World War I 
ended—to- elect a Democratic Congress. 
Resentment was widespread and both 
Houses went Republican. —

Old Hoss to Harvard 


In spasms of impatience at the delicate nature of 
the modern baseball artist, our elders will snort and paw 
the sod and put the weaklings to shame with the story 
of Charlie (Old Hoss) Radbourne. Old Hoss pitched for 
Providence, R. I., in the National League before Dia- 
mond Jim Brady made his first pass at Lillian Russell. 
He won 60 gamgs in one season, but for the most part, 
that’s about nil ven the most enthusiastic pursuer of 
sporting history knows of him. 


How a fellow wins 60 games, and why, and was he just a’ 


cheap showoff flexing his muscles? Somehow the word never got 
around on Old Hoss. Pitching and winning 30 and 40 and even 60 
BS th games a year in those days was only

About six weeks before the season ended, Sweeney went on 
strike. He was a piteher, not an outfielder. He demanded the day 
off between games, which was as ridiculous as the 40-hour week 
and Charlie Dressen’s demand for security. Sweeney went and the 
Providence club, being short in the treasury and with no television 
or radio to accuse, couldn’t hire another pitcher, but a cheap 
outfielder was available. 


—Without Time and a Half Overtime 


Radbourne, hearing of the predicament, rushed to the office 
and vOlunteered to pitch every day rather than let the club. dis- 
band. His offer was accepted, and for the next 27 days Old Hoss 


was the Providence pitcher. Twenty-six times he won, but in the | 
Zith Providence was against him. He pitched a five-hitter against | 


Buffalo and lost, 2-0. 


Old Hoss won the pennant, but only hotel porters knew 
the agony he went through for his team. The suffering and the 
pain was terrific, and night after night Radbourne paid the 
porters two bucks to keep his arm in hot towels and liniment 
packs. In the morning the old soupbone was so stiff he couldn’t 
push the elevator button, but Old Hoss pitched on and never 
whimpered. He kept his pain a secret from the rest of the team. 


Radbourne was the greatest pitcher of his day when he ac- 
cepted his burden, but the overwork practically killed his arm. He 
pitched on for Providence for six more years, won 20 or more five 
times, but that wouldn’t make a fellow the toast of the town in 
those days. 

Finally, he simply had nothing left. to throw. Old Hoss went 
home to Bloomington, Il., to run a billiard hall and brood over the 
career he had pitched away. He died in 1897, six years after he 
quit, at the age of 44, a melancholy man who had given his heart 
to his team, and who lost his desire to live when his: cunning left 
him. 


That was the Radbourne story, an elaboration on a big-type | 
line in the record book that says he was the biggest winner in all | 


baseball. 
—C. C. Pyle and the Bunion Derbies 


The story comes from a new article on the book market writ- 
ten by Frank G. Menke, sports’ leading historian. The title is not 
particulafly inspired, ‘‘Sports Tales and Anecdotes’’ ($3.75, A. S. 
Barnes Co.)}, but the yarns will grab at your memory. 

“Sports Tales’’ opens with Radbourne and closes with the 
Harvard crew, class of 1852. The classic era of the ’20s, of course, 
gets the bulk of the play, for it was in those days that sports were 
adopted as major commodities by the public. It happened because 
sports pages first reached’ full professional blossom in those years. 


The younger generation never heard of a fellow named 
Cc. C. (Cash and Carry) Pyle, but here was a man who exerted 
tremendous influence on trends in sports of the times. Pyle 
was a reckless promoter who grew up with the ’20s and whose 
wild schemes left him a broken and obscure man finally de- 
cisioned by death in ’39. 


Pyle introduced Red Grange to pro football. It was the founda- 
tion of the game. He paid Suzanne Lenglen $50,000 to tour the 
country when the tennis star was the top female athlete of her 
time. But his downfall was the most fantastic sports promotion of 
all time, ‘@ cross-country foot race he called the ‘“‘Bunion Derby.” 


It was created to publicize a bunion salve he planned to pro- | 


duce, but both the derby and the salve were a flop. Andy Payne 
of Claremore, Okla., won the race and a pot of $25,000, ran from 
coast-to-coast. in 588 hours and 40 minutes. It just about broke 
Pyle to pay off, but the intrepid man came back with another 
derby before the year (’29) was out. This one finished him, and 
the great Pyle became a walking corpse. 

Such is the backbone of the Menke book. Some will say it’s for 
those who live in the past. If true, it’s only because those days had 
a glamour that will | never rub off.

Slow Loss 
Of Weight 


Is Normal 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

On a low calorie diet many 
overweights lose with pleasing 
promptness, perhaps five 
pounds the first week and four 
the second. 

Then they stop losing. The 
third week of the diet no weight 
is lost—not even a half-pound. 
And perhaps ‘the fourth week 
they lose only one pound. 
NORMAL PROGRESS 

Hold on . . . that progress is 
quite normal. Even if you do 
lose rapidly at the beginning of 
a diet, you cannot expect to 
continue to lose at that brisk 
clip. For after the soft watery 
fat has been lost, you get down 
to the hard dry fat, and the 
rate loss will inevitably be 
slower 

What happens is this: The 
fast initial weight loss is part- 
ly due to the release of water 
from the tissues, along with 
some fat loss. To lose one 
pound of body fat it is neces- 
sary to burn 3,500 stored cal- 
ories. 

DIFFERENCE IN WATER 

The difference is in water. 
And since stored water weighs 
more than fat, when released 
from the tissues the report on 
the scales is good news for the 
dieter. 

As a rule, the more over- 
weight you are, the more you 
can expect to lose at the begin- 
ning of the diet—5 to 7 pounds 
the first week is not unusual. 

A fast initial weight loss is 
just the opposite of water re- 
tention. Some overweights fail 
to lose a single pound the first 
week or so on a low calorie diet. 
In fact, the scales may show a 
gain. With these dieters, as fat 
is lost, water is stored in the 
tissues, and not until the wa- 
ter balance readjusts will the 
fat lost be ‘registered on the 
scales. However, when the wa- 
ter is finally released, the 
pointer will plunge with seem- 
ing suddenness. 

The point to keep in mind is 
that water balance always ad- 
justs and, in the long run, if 
you refuse to be discouraged 
and stick to the diet, you'll lose 
the right amount.

‘‘Believe me, a dancer’s life 
is costly, short and violent,” 
she went on.

There’s only one 
answer. I tell them to choose 
one or the other.’’ Yet Miss De 
Mille’s advice belies her own 
career, for she was graduated 
from the University of Cali- 
fornia cum laude besides hav- 
ing received numerous honorary 
degrees.

It’s a sin and, more than that, it’s a sin I committed, sitting 
in the front yard leaned up against a red oak tree with a piece 
of fried chicken in my hand and my children whooping and 
hollering up and down Holly Creek. 

We came to admire the autumn leaves and we stayed to covet 
a way of life.

Of course, it’s not going to absolutely tell you the difference 
between a shad bush and a silver maple, but if you happen to 
know that much you can get pretty far knowing what trees come 
in what general colors. 


For instance: American elm, yellow; ash, yellow to dark 
purple; basswood, yellow; beech, clear yellow; box elder, bright 
yellow; hawthorn, brilliant colors and fruit; hazelnut, browning 
yellow; motintain ash, clear yellow, red berries; mountain maple, 
yellow and scarlet; poplar, yellow and golden; red maple, scarlet 
and orange; red oak, dark red; scarlet ‘oak, brilliant scarlet; shad 
bush, bright clear yellow; sugar maple, yellow to orange and 
scarlet; silver maple, pale yellow; striped maple, light yellow; 
sumac, brilliant red; tupelo, flaming scarlet; white oak, deep red 
to orange brown; willows, light yellow; witch hazel, yellow orange, 
rarely purple.

Cowles was here as representa- 
tive of red ‘‘Davey”’ Crockett, 
who is a Vermont Boy Scout ex- 
ecutivé when he isn’t doughnutting. 
Crockett was supposed to come 
here to address the Maine Society, 
but his wife was ill, so he sent 
his attorney.
